for receiving and giving out ligh t in­ 
stead of sound vibrations.

One of th e plates was placed in front 
of an aperat ire, th rough wh ich an image 
was cast, and th is image h as been for­ 
ward ed by wire and h as been seen at 
th e oth er end. Th e first apparatus was 
very imperfect, and M. Courtonne, h av­ 
ing h eard th at Mr. Edison was on th e 
track of a similar discovery, resolved to 
publish h is experiments, a description of 
wh ich h e, h owever, sent in a sealed let­ 
ter to th e Academy in 1889. Th is letter 
is only to be opened at th e sender’s re­ 
quest. Th e consequences of th e tele­ 
ph otograph y cannot be overestimated. 
Tomorrow ~ou will see in Paris th e 
image of a man smoking in St. Peters­ 
burg.—Paris Figaro.

A young French chemist, M. Henri 
Courtonne, is credited with a new dis­ 
covery. 
Sound being transmissible by 
telephone, M. Courtonne argued by a 
rigorous analogy that light might be 
transmitted too. As the telephone con­ 
sists of a transmitter, a wire and a re­ 
ceiver, there was reason to believe that 
these three organs might be adapted for 
transmitting light vibrations, and for 
this purpose the transmitter and re­ 
ceiver should be prepared chemically 
for receiving and giving out light in­ 
stead of sound vibrations. 
This was 
done by substituting sensitised photo­ 
graphic plates for the ordinary tele­ 
phone plate. 
One of the plates was placed in front 
of an aperature, through which an image 
was cast, and this image has been for­ 
warded by wire and has been seen at 
the other end. 
The first apparatus was 
very imperfect, and M. Courtonne, hav­ 
ing heard that Mr. Edison was on the 
track of a similar discovery, resolved to 
publish his experiments, a description of 
which he, however, sent in a sealed let­ 
ter to the Academy in 1889.

A novel operation was performed a 
few days ago a t the Philadelphia 
hospital by Visiting Physicati W. E. 
Huges in the presence of the resident 
staff and nurses,and the result has been 
so favorable tha t it is now the opinion 
of the medical men interested tha t a 
new and immediate 
cure for pneu­ 
monia bus been 
discovered. 
Th© 
operation consisted in a patient who 
was recovering from the disease being 
bled and his blood being infused into 
the arm of the sufferer. The patient 
on w hom theoperation was performed 
was a white man who had been brought 
in by the district surgeons. The con­ 
valescent from whom blood was ex­ 
tracted was a colored man. In des­ 
cribing the operation the New York 
World says: 
An incision was made in the white 
m an’s upper arm, and one oi the 
veins was isolated for about an inch. 
After it, had been bound and the 
natural flow of blood stopped, a slit 
was made in it and a glass tube with 
a wide aperture was inserted. Then 
about 
a pint of blood, extracted 
from the arm of the colored man, was 
poured in. Gravity carried it into 
the veins, and soon the blood was 
coursing through the m an’s body. In 
order tha t the body should not Is* 
supercharged with blood a similar 
am ount was extracted previous to the 
operation. This was black and un­ 
healthy looking, while the blood in­ 
fused was of a bright red color. 
After the operation the m an’s tem ­ 
perature arose, and symptoms similar 
to those tha t were noticed after the 
Koch lymph injection followed, lit a 
few hours, however, a change for the 
better set in.

One of the Minor Industries. 
There are several sm all industries 
which, without a large increase of la­ 
bor, may be profitably carried on by 
the farmer or his family. One of these 
is.bee keeping. 
It is true that, when carried on on a 
large scale, and after the most ap­ 
proved fashion, bee keeping does in­ 
volve a good deal of labor and ex­ 
pense. When so managed it requires 
the knowledge and skill of An cxjiert, 
just as a large ¡» oultry ranch does. 
But hens and bees can both be kept, 
in a small way, by a farmer who is 
not 
an expert, though a certain 
am ount of knowledge and experience 
is requisite in order to get the best re­ 
sults out of either. 
Farm ers should not be deterred 
from keeping bees, howeter, by read­ 
ing of the toilsaud anxieties and fancy 
“contraptions,” of expert apiarists. 
A dozen or twenty hives, with ordi­ 
nary care will yield enough honey for 
domestic 
use 
and a considerable 
am ount besides for .« ale. A supply of 
nice white honey is “handy to have in 
the house, especially in the country,” 
as Mr. Sparrow grass would -ay, and 
no farm er’s table need be without it. 
The beginner in bee keeping, as Prof. 
A. J. Cook has wisely suggested, will 
do well not to go into the business 
too largely a t first. Commence with 
two or three swarms and learn how 
to manage them und enlarge the num ­ 
ber as knowledge of their habits and 
needs increases. We once knew a bu*y 
city merchant who had a small pla« • 
on the outskirts of the town, and 
who managed twenty five or thirty 
hives with great success, doing nearly 
all the work of caring for them him­ 
self. He obtained every year a large 
quantity of as fine honey as we ever 
saw. Ths hives, made by his hired 
man, were very simple in construction, 
such as any oue hardly with tools 
could make. 
If a man so situated could succeed 
so well, there certainly ar« * not many 
farmers who. with the help of their 
families, could notm anagea few hives.

Raising Stock. 
The loss to the average former it 
raising scrub 
steers 
and 
ill-brel 
horses is far more than he realizes. It 
is not likely tha t the time will ever 
come whenit w ill pay to raisecommon 
scrub steers and ordinary horses any 
better than it does noiv, and it is 
hard to see where there is profit in tiie 
business for the ordinary tarmer now. 
T. ere is an enormous waste of food 
in raising an ordinary steer to a 
marketable size. He has to be kept a 
year longer than he would if he was a 
good grade and he won’t weigh any­ 
more and will not bring as much per 
pound. A common horse—that is 
one tha is neither a trotting 
1 oree a 
carriage horse or a draft horse, is hard 
enough to sell now and the probabili­ 
ties ate tha t thedem and wilfdecreaa-» . 
The ord nary farmer w ho only raises 
a few’ horses, inan incidental waj’, will 
find it safest to work in the direction 
of either carriage or draft horses. The 
demaud for these is not likely to fail 
off and a good team of either carriage 
or draft horses always bring paying 
price« .

Why Eggs Spoil. 
Whenever a fertilized egg 
is raised 
to a tem perature of 
02 degrees, the 
Farm , Stock and home says, the 
hatching process begins, and when the 
tem perature falls much below this 
point the process ceases. The*« con­ 
ditions are found in the warm days 
und cool nights of summer. 
During 
the long hot day the hatching pro ess 
is at work; during the coo! night it 
ceases. After throe or four altera­ 
tions of this kind the embryo chick 
dies and the rotting process begins. 
Now, it is evident tha t if the eggs 
were not fertilized the hatching would 
not begin, neither would the rotting, 
and hence there would be an absence 
of rotten eggs. 
The remedy, there­ 
fore is to prevent the fertilization of 
the eggs, and this can be st* ure<l by 
the destruction of the rooster. Every 
rooster not intended especially for 
breeding should be k lied or* sold to 
the huck*ter as soon as big enough to 
ra t. 
Not 
more 
than 
rooster 
should be 
kept on 
farm, and tha t one 
co. {« ed and 
mated with not more thau 
10 hens, 
and the eggs from these hens should 
be kept or sold expressly for hatch­ 
ing. The other hens should l>e k< pt 
especially for e^gs for m arket or table 
use, and no rooster should ever !>“ 
allowed among them. On the ordi­ 
nary farms ata>ut one-tenth of the 
fowls are roosters which is about nine 
times as many as there can be any 
possible use for. 
Unfertilised eggs are much sweeter 
and better for table use and will keep 
from two to four times as long as 
fertilized ones. Hens not kept with 
roosters will lay longer and sit less 
than others. It is safe to say that in 
the United States alone there are 
20,000,000 roosters and 19 ,000,000 
of them are a positive and expensive 


Keeping B utter Fresh. 
The best method for keeping butter 
for any length of time is to store it in 
barrels, under brine in the granulated 
form. Now, clean whisky or pork 
barrels should be used, fill©*! to within 
18 inches of the top with brme strong 
enough to float an egg, ami the butter 
then put in and covered so as to ket-p* 
it a t least four inches beneath the 
surface of the brine. 
Butter packed 
in this way has kept perfectly sweet 
for IS months or more. 
Under our 
present conditions of manufacturing 
an« i marketing, it of course rarely 
occurs tha t there is any need of keep­ 
ing butt* r for such a long time, but in 
putting up butter for export, especially 
to countries south of us, this or a 
similar plan might be adopted for 
keeping it in good condition. We 
haw* a good chance now for building 
up a trade with our soutiteni neigh* 
hors, ami it wouhl pay to take some 
extra pains to procure it by getting 
our butter to them in I etter shap« 
than any other they receive.—Ex.

A M angel-W urzel Pest, 
The mangel-wurzel is in some seasons 
attacked by the larvae of a fly which 
work havoc with the crop, 
unless 
prom ptly checked. 
The presence of 
the pest is easily detected. As the 
plant begins to show a vigorous growth 
with broad leaves, they suddenly 
droop and assume a withered appear­ 
ance. Exam ination will reveal the 
presence of white bloichts, and here 
will be found a lit tie collect ion of mag­ 
gots gorging themselves on the juices 
and green colored substances of the 
plant. 
Further 
investigation 
will 
show quantities of eggs on many of 
the leaves, from which maggots are 
hatching a t a lively rate. If allowed 
to go on unchecked, these voracious 
little wret ches will make sad work oi 
the crop, greatly lessening, if not al­ 
together destroying it. 
Fortunately there are ways or cir­ 
cumventing their ravages, and 
110 
time should be lost when they appear 
in applying the appropriate antidotes. 
Among therem eoies that have been* 
found effective is an application of 
from one to one and a half hundred­ 
weight of nitrate of soda and from 
two to three hundred-weight of salt 
per acre. The effect of this w ill be to 
stim ulate the growth of the plants, so 
tha t they will become too strong for 
their insect foes. 
If finely distributed, so as to cover 
the plants, this 
w ill also put an end 
to the feeding 
of the larva*. 
A 
thorough dusting with lime and soot, 
in the proportion of one bushel of 
lime to three of soot, is also an excel­ 
lent remedy. 
80 also is a wadi made 
of one pound of soft soap and a gallon 
of paraffins oil to one hundred gallons 
of water, applied with a garden pump 
in a fine spray. 


W hat we want now, wisely remarks 
an exchange, is pure bred dairymen, 
It is vain to give the best cows to a 
man who lias not learned to make 
the most of the native kind. 
Pure milk cannot be had from a 
cow tha t drinks impure water. Eigh­ 
ty-seven per cent of ordinary milk is 
water. A cow w ¡11 drink 100 pounds 
of water in a day. 
A horse affected with chronic foun- 
inciined to 
heels of the 
fore feet usually strike the ground 
first. The l*ooiB show signs of con­ 
traction, by rings or ridges coming on 
hoof. Blisters applied to the coronet 
do good in such cases. 
It is not good sense to conclude 
tba t because hens will exist and lay a 
few* eggs now and then when little or 
no pains are taken with them, that it 
is waste of time and trouble to do 
more for them. Well taken care of 
they will do tar more than if left to 
shift for tin mselves, yielding, in fact, 
a handsome profit in return for the 
attention shown them. 
Ground oats, fed dry, in troughs, 
are excellent for young chicken*, but 
they should be well s fted, the chaff 
and hulls being given to the adult 
fowls. If si ghtly moistened with fresh 
milk or boiling water, chk’ks are very 
parhHl to ¡.round oats, but they must 
not be so fe I as to have any portion 
of the food remain ovtr after each 
meal. The rolled oats, whieh are us­ 
ed for making oat inenl porridge, may 
be fed dry to chicks, and ¡» erhaps it is 
best of all foods for newly hatched 
broods.

Sheep and Wool. 
The last bulletin of the National de­ 
partm ent of agriculture gives the fol­ 
lowing retrospect about sheep and 
wool in the United States: 
comprehensive presentation 
statistics of sheep and wool gives the 
estim ated number of sheep and pro­ 
duct of wool for each of 22 years past, 
the average wool supply by decades 
since 1840, the annual im portation of 
wool since 1870, and the annual im­ 
portation of woolens by decades since 
1830. It shows tha t the value of our 
flocks is greater by $ 42,000,000 than 
in 1870, and the value per head great­ 
er than since 1875. From these facts 
it appears tha t the domestic supply 
of wool is six times as great as 
in 
1840, aud tha t both domestic and 
foreign supplies 
were 
only 
three 
pounds to each inhabitant, while they 
are now six and a half pounds. Then 
including im ports of woolens scarcely 
four pounds per head were 
used, 
whereas we now require over eight 
pounds. It appears that three-fifths 
ol s i tbs wool used for ail purposes is

Hugos in the presence of the resident 
staff and nurses,and the result has been 
so favorable that it is now the opinion 
of the medical men interested that a 
new and immediate 
cure for pneu­ 
monia 
has been 
discovered. 
Tile 
operation consisted in a patient who 
was recovering from the disease being 
bled and his blood being infused into 
the arni of the sufferer. The patient 
on whom the operation was performed 
was a w hite man who had been brought 
in by the district surgeons. The con­ 
valescent from whom blood was ex­ 
tracted was a colored man. In des­ 
cribing the operation the New York 
World says: 
An incision was made in the white 
nmti's upper arm, and one oi the 
veins was isolated for about an inch. 
After it had been bound and the 
natural flow of blood stopped, a slit 
was made in it and a glass tube with 
a w ide ajierture was inserted. Then 
about 
a pint of blood, extracted 
from the arm of the colored man, was 
poured in. Gravity carried it into 
the veins, and soon the blood was 
coursing through the man’s body. In 
order that the body should not lie 
supercharged with blood a similar 
am ount was extracted previous to the 
ojieration. Th it* was black and un­ 
healthy looking, while the blood in­ 
fused was of a bright red color. 
After the operation the man’s tem­ 
perature arose, and sym ptom s similar 
to those that were noticed after the 
Koch lymph injection followed.

O n e o f th e M inor In d u strie s. 
There are several sm all industries 
which, without a large increase of la­ 
bor, may be profit ably carried on by 
the farmer or his family. One of these 
is.bee keeping. 
It is true that, when carried on Ona 
large scale, and after the m ost ap­ 
proved fashion, bee keeping does in­ 
volve a good deal of labor and ex­ 
pense. When so managed it requires 
the knowledge and skill of an expert, 
just as a large poultry ranch does. 
But hens and bees can both be kept, 
in a small way, by a farmer who is 
not 
an expert, though a certain 
amount of knowledge and experience 
is requisite in order to get the best re­ 
sults out of either. 
Farmers should not be deterred 
from keeping bees, however, by read­ 
ing of the toils and anxieties and fancy 
“contraptions,” of expert apiarists. 
A dozen or twenty hives, with ordi­ 
nary care will yield enough honey for 
domestic 
use 
and a considerable 
amount besides for sale. 
A supply of 
nice white honey is “handy to have in 
the house, especially iii the country,” 
as Mr. Sparrow grass would say, and 
no farmer’s table need be without it. 
The beginner in bee keeping, as Prof. 
A. J. Cook has wisely suggested, will 
do well not to go into tile business 
too largely at first. Commence with 
two or three swarms and learn bow 
to manage them and enlarge the num­ 
ber as knowledge of their habits and 
needs increases. Weonce knewa busy 
city merchant who hail a small place 
on the outskirts of the town, and 
who managed twenty five or thirty 
hives with great success, doing nearly 
all the work of caring for them him­ 
self. 
He obtained every year a large 
quantity of as fine honey as we ever 
saw. The hives, made by his hired 
man, were very simple in construction, 
such as any one hardly with tools 
could make. 
If a man so situated could succeed 
so well, there certainly are riot many 
farmers who. with the help of their 
families, could not manage a few hives. 


W hy E ggs Spoil. 
Whenever a fertilized egg 
is raised 
to a temperature of B2 degrees, the 
Farm, 
Stock and home says, tbe 
hatching process begins, and when the 
temperature falls much below this 
point the process ceases. These con 
ditions are found in the warm days 
and cool nights of summer. 
During 
the long hot day the hatching pro ess I 
is at work; during the cool night it 
ceases. 
After three or four altera 
tions of this kind tbe embryo chick 
dies and the rotting process begins. 
Now*, it is evident that if the eggs 
were not fertilized the hatching would 
not begin, neither would the rotting, 
and hence there would be an absence 
of rotten e^ s. 
The remedy, there­ 
fore is to prevent th9 fertilization of 
the eggs. and this CAn be secured by 
tbe destruction of the rooster. Every 
rooster not intended especially for 
breeding should be killed or' sold to 
the huckster as soon as big enough to 
cat. 
Not 
more 
than 
one 
rooster 
should be 
kept 
on any 
farm, and that one 
co >]>ed aud 
mated with not more than IO hens. 
And the eggs from these hens should 
be kept or sold expressly for hatch­ 
ing. The other hens should l>e kept 
especially for e^gs for market or table 
use, and no rooster should ever lie 
I allowed among them. On the ordi­ 
nary farms about one-tenth of the 
fowls are roosters which is about nine 
times as many as there can be any 
possible use for. 
Fnfertilized eggs are much sweeter 
and better for table use and will keep 
lroin two to four times as long as 
fertilized ones. 
Hens not kept with 
roosters will lay longer and sit less 
than others. It is safe to say that in 
the Fnited States alone there are 
20,(XKI,OOO roosters and 10,000,CGO 
of them are a positive and expensive 
nuisance, except for the table nt the 
right time. 
If these 
roosters are 
killed and their places supplied with 
hens, and each laid 200 eggs per year 
the aggregate would be 3,800,DOO,OOO 
worth one cent each, $38,000,000, 
every cent of which would dear net 
profit to the farmer.

pounds of this ground mixture with 
hay, and made a peculiar gain of three 
pounds each week, besides growing an 
unusually fine staple of wool. This 
small amount of flaxseed is peculiar­ 
ly soothing to the digestive organs.

A M a n g el-W u rzel P e s t. 
The mangel-w’urzel is in some seasons 
attacked by the larva; of a fly which 
work havoc with the crop, 
unless 
promptly checked. 
The presence of 
the pest is easily detected. 
As the 
plant begins to show a vigorous growth 
with broad leaves, they suddenly 
droop and assume a withered appear­ 
ance. 
Exam ination will reveal the 
presence of white blotcht s, and here 
will be found a little collect ion of mag­ 
gots gorging themselves on the juices 
and green colored substances of the 
plant. 
Further 
investigation 
will 
show quantities of eggs on many of 
the leaves, from which maggots are 
hatching at a lively rate, 
lf allowed 
to go on unchecked, these voracious 
little wretches will make sad work oi 
the crop, greatly lessening, if not al­ 
together destroying it. 
Fortunately there are ways of cir­ 
cumventing their ravages, and no 
time should be lost when they appear 
in applying the appropriate antidotes. 
Among the remedies that have been* 
found effective is an application of 
from one to one and a half hundred­ 
weight of nitrate of soda and from 
two to three hundred-weight of salt 
per acre. The effect of this will be to 
stim ulate the growth of the plants, so 
that they will become too strong for 
their insect foes. 
If finely distributed, so as to cover 
the plants, this will also put an end 
to the feeding 
of the larva?. 
A 
thorough dusting with lime and soot, 
in the proportion of one bushel of 
lime to three of soot, is also an excel­ 
lent remedy. 
So also is a wash made 
of one pound of soft soap and a gallon 
of paraffine oil to one hundred gallons 
of water, applied with a garden pump i 
in a fine spray.

If si glitly moistened with fresh 
milk or boiling water, chicks are very 
partial to ground oats, but they must 
not be so fe I as to have any portion 
of the food remain over after each j 
meal. The rolled oats, which are us- i 
ed for making oatm eal porridge, may 
be fed dry to chicks, and perhaps it is J 
best of all foods for newly hatched 
broods.

E d is o n ’* F re n c h R iv a l. 
A young French chemist, M. Henri 
Courtonne, is credited with a new dis­ 
covery. 
Sound being transmissible by 
telephone, M. Courtonne argued by a 
rigorous analogy that light might be 
transm itted too. As the telephone con­ 
sists of a transm itter, a wire and a re­ 
ceiver, there was reason to believe that 
these three organs m ight be adapted for 
transm itting light vibrations, and for 
this purpose the transm itter and re­ 
ceiver should be prepared chemically 
for receiving and giving out light in­ 
stead of sound vibrations. 
This was 
done by substituting sensitized photo­ 
graphic plates for the ordinary tele­ 
phone plate. 
One of the plates was placed in front 
of an aperat ire, through which an image 
was cast, and this image has been for­ 
warded by wire and has been seen at 
the other end. 
The first apparatus was 
very imperfect, and M. Courtonne, hav­ 
ing heard that Mr. Edison was on the 
track of a sim ilar discovery, resolved to 
publish his experiments, a description of 
which he, however, sent in a sealed let­ 
ter to the Academy in 1889. 
This letter 
is only to be ojiened at the sender’s re­ 
quest. 
The consequences of the tele­ 
photography cannot be overestimated. 
Tomorrow "ou will see in Paris the 
image of a man smoking in St. Peters­ 
burg.—Paris Figaro.

Ambrose .Tollife, the Hestonville 
Pa., livery stable-keeper, has what is 
probably the most remarkable horse 
in the United States, and his one 
sorrow, according to the Philade phia 
record, is that the park commission­ 
ers will not permit the animal to be 
driven through their beautiful do­ 
main.

At the present day the convicts 
are sent from Odes-a by ships, but their 
sufferings, while shorter, are 
so terrible 
tfhit tbe poor wretches say they would pre­ 
fer the march overland. 
The governor of 
the island has absolute jtower ot li e and 
death in his hands, and as with all Russian 
governors, brutal tyranny would seem to 
he his motto. 
The convicts labor in heavy 
chains, which are never removed, and the 
least act of insubordination is punished 
with death. 
It appears that one of the 
great inducements lor the Government to 
send its victims to Sakhalin, apart from the 
certainty of their dying soon, was the ap­ 
parent impossibility of escape. 
But an official rej>ort puhl slied a fcw# talk 
years ago stated 
that 
something 
like 
30 per " cent, 
of 
the 
prisoners 
got 
clear of the prisons. 
Many ot these 
are captured, however, by the natives, who 
are encouraged thereto by the offer ot a re­ 
ward.

NEW CURE FOR PNEUMONIA. 


A H ealthy Man’s 
Blood 
Injected 
Into the S y s t e m ot a Sufferer. 
A novel operation was performed a 
few days ago at the Philadelphia 
hospital by Visiting Physican W. E. 
Huges in the presence of the resident 
staff and nurses,and the result has been 
so favorable that it is now the opinion 
of the medical men interested that a 
new and immediate 
cure for pneu­ 
monia 
has been 
discovered. 
The 
operation consisted in a patient who 
was recovering from the disease being 
bled and his blood being infused into 
the arm of the sufferer. The patient 
on whom the operation was performed 
was a white man who had been brought 
in by the district surgeons. The con­ 
valescent from whom blood was ex­ 
tracted was a colored man. In des­ 
cribing the operation the New York 
World says: 
An incision was made in the white 
man’s upper arm, and one oi the 
veins was isolated for about an inch. 
After it had been bound and the 
natural flow of blood stopped, a slit 
was made in it ami a glass tube with 
a wide ajierture was inserted. Then 
about 
a pint of blood, extracted 
from the arm of the colored man, was 
poured in. Gravity carried it into 
the veins, and soon the blood was 
coursing through the man’s body. In 
order that the body should not l*e 
supercharged with blood a similar 
amount was extracted previous to the 
operation. This was black and un­ 
healthy looking, while the blood in­ 
fused was of a bright red color. 
After the operation the man’s tem­ 
perature arose, and symptoms similar 
to those that were noticed after the 
Koch lymph injection followed. 
In a 
few hours, however, a change for the 
better set in. The man’steuqierature 
was normal aud apparently he is a 
well man. 
According to the theory 
acted upon the system of a convales­ 
cent is full of the pneumonia bacteria 
antidote, and when the blood charged 
with this is infused into a sufferer it 
works a cure immediately.

MATTERS OF GENERAL. tNTEREST 
TO THE AGRICULTURIST.

O n e of the Minor Industries. 
There are several small industries 
which, without a large increase of la­ 
bor, may be profitably carried on by 
the farmer or his family. One of theso 
is.bee keeping. 
It is true that, when carried on on a 
large scale, and after the most ap­ 
proved fashion, bee keeping does in­ 
volve a good deal of labor and ex­ 
pense. When so managed it requires 
the knowledge ami skill of an expert, 
just as a large poultry ranch does. 
But hens and bees can both be kept, 
in a small way, by a farmer who is 
not 
an expert, though a certain 
amount of knowledge and experience 
is requisite in order to get the best re­ 
sults out of either. 
Farmers should not be deterred 
from keeping bees, however, by read­ 
ing of the toilsaud anxieties and fancy 
“contraptions,” of expert apiarists. 
A dozen or twenty hives, with ordi­ 
nary care will yield enough honey /or 
domestic 
use 
and a considerable 
amount besides for sale. A supply of 
nice white honey is “handy to have in 
the house, especially in the country,” 
as Mr. Sparrow grass would say, and 
no farmer’s table need be without it. 
The beginner in bee keeping, as Prof. 
A. J. Cook has wisely suggested, will 
do well not to go into the business 
too largely at first. Commence with 
two or three swarms and learn how 
to manage them and enlarge the num­ 
ber as knowledge of their habits and 
needs increases. We once knew n busy 
city merchant who had a small plan* 
on the outskirts of the town, and 
who managed twentyfive or thirty 
hives with great success, doing nearly 
all the work of caring for them him­ 
self. 
He obtained every year a large 
quantity of as fine honey as we ever 
saw. The hives, made by his hired 
man, were very simple in construction, 
such as any one hardly with tools 
could make. 
If a man so situated could succeed 
so well, there certainly ar<* not many 
farmers who. with the help of their 
families, could not manage a few hives. 


Why Eggs Spoil. 
Whenever a fertilized egg 
is raised 
to a temperature of 92 degrees, the 
Farm, Stock and home says, the 
hatching process begins, and when the 
temperature falls much below this 
point the process ceases. These con 
ditions are found in the warm days 
and cool nights of summer. 
During 
the long hot day the hatching pro e.~s 
is at work; during the cool night it 
ceases. After three or four altera­ 
tions of this kind the embryo chick 
dies an l the rotting process begins. 
Now, it is evident that if the eggs 
were not fertilized the hatching would 
not begin, neither would the rotting, 
and hence there would bo an absence 
of rotten eggs. 
Tbe remedy, there­ 
fore is to prevent the fertilization of 
the ee^s, and this can be secured by 
the destruction of the rooster. Every 
rooster not intended especially for 
breeding should be killed or* sold to 
the buck*ter as soon as big enough to 
<at. 
Not 
more 
than 
one 
rooster 
should be 
kept on any 
farm, and that one 
co q>ed and 
mated with not more than 10 hens, 
and the eggs from these hens should 
be kept or sold expressly lor hatch­ 
ing. The other hens should be kept 
especially for eggs for market or table 
use, and no rooster should ever lie 
allowed among them. On the ordi­ 
nary farms about one-tenth of tbe 
fowls are roosters which is about nine 
times as many as there can be any 
possible use for. 
Unfertilized eggs are much sweeter 
and better for table use and will keep 
irom two to four times as long as 
fertilized ones. Hens not kept with 
roosters will lay longer and sit less 
than others. It is safe to say that in 
the United States alone there are 
20,000,000 roosters and 19,000,000 
of them are a positive and expensive 
nuisance, except for the table at the 
right time. 
If these 
roosters are 
killed and their places supplied with 
hens, and each laid 200 eggs per year 
the aggregate would be 3,800,000,000 
worth one cent each, $38,01X1,000, 
every cent of which would clear net 
profit to the farmer. 


A Mangel-W urzel Pest, 
The mangel-wurzel is in some seasons 
attacked by the larva* of a fly which 
work havoc with the crop, 
unless 
promptly checked. 
The presence of 
the pest is easily detected. 
As the 
plant begins to show a vigorous growth 
with broad leaves, they suddenly 
droop and assume a withered appear­ 
ance. Examination will reveal the 
presence of white blotches, and here 
will be found a little collect ion of mag­ 
gots gorging themselves on the juices 
and green colored substances of the 
plant. 
Further 
investigation 
will 
show quantities of eggs on many of 
the leaves, from which maggots are 
hatching at a lively rate. 
If allowed 
to go on unchecked, these voracioue 
little wretches will make sad work ol 
the crop, greatly lessening, if not al­ 
together destroying it. 
Fortunately there are ways of cir­ 
cumventing their ravages, and no 
time should be lost when they appear 
in applying the appropriate antidotes. 
Among the remedies that have been’ 
found effective is an application of 
from one to one and a half hundred­ 
weight of nitrate of soda and from 
two to three hundred-weight of salt 
per acre. The effect of this will be to 
stimulate the growth of the plants, so 
that they will become too strong for 
their insect foes. 
If finely distributed, so as to cover 
the plants, this will also put an end 
to the feeding 
of the larva>. 
A 
thorough dusting with lime and soot, 
in the proportion of one bushel of 
lime to tnree of soot, is also an excel­ 
lent remedy. 
So also is a wash made 
of one pound of soft soap and a gallon 
of parafline oil to one hundred gallons 
of water, applied with a garden pump 
in a fine spray. 


S h e e p and Wool. 
The last bulletin of the National de­ 
partment of agriculture gives the fol­ 
lowing retrospect about sheep and 
wool in the United States: “A very 
comprehensive presentation of 
the j 
statistics of sheep and wool gives the 
estimated number of sheep and pro­ 
duct of wool for each of 22 years past, 
the average m ooI supply by decades 
since 1840, the annual importation of 
wool since 1870, and the annual im­ 
portation of wooiens by decades since 
1830. It shows that the value of our 
flocks is greater by $42,000,000 than 
in 1870, and the value per head great­ 
er than since 1875. From these facts 
it appears that the domestic supply 
of wool is six time3 as great as in 
1840, aud that both domestic and 
foreign supplies 
were 
only 
three 
pounds to each inhabitant, while they 
are now six and a half pounds. Then 
including imports of woolens scarcely 
four pounds per head were 
used, 
whereas we now require over eight 
pounds. It appears that three-fifths 
of *3 the wool uaed for all purposes is 
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of domestic production, whl’e four- 
litths of the requirement is manufact­ 
ured in this country leaving only one- 
fifth to come in the shajie of imported 
goods. Jt is gratifying to know, also, 
that for tim e decades the value jier 
head of imports of woolens has been 
regularly declining, and is now only 
about three-fourths of a dollar j>er 
annum for each individual, when in 
1850-1860 it was considerably more 
than a dollar.” 


Raising Stock. 
The loss to the average farmer k 
raising scrub 
steers 
and 
iil-brel 
horses is far more than he realizes. It 
is not likely that the time will ever 
come whenit will pay to raise common 
scrub steers nud ordinary horses any 
better than it does now, and it is 
hard to see where there is profit in the 
business for the ordinary farmer now. 
Ti ere is an enormous waste of food 
in raising an ordinary steer to a 
marketable size. He has to be kept a 
year longer than he would if he was a 
good grade and he won’t weigh any­ 
more and will not bring as much per 
pound. A common horse— that is 
one tha is neither a trotting 1 orse a 
carriage horse or a draft horse, is hard 
enough to sell now and the probabili­ 
ties are that thedemand will decreas-*. 
The ord nary farmer who only raises 
a few horses, in an incidental w ay, will 
find it safest to work in the direction 
of either carriage or draft horses. The 
demand for these is not likely to fall 
off and a good team of either carriage 
or draft horses always bring paying 
prices. 


K eeping Butter Fresh. 
The best method for keeping butter 
for any length of time is to store it in 
barrels, under brine in the granulated 
form. Now, clean whisky or pork 
barrels should be used, filled to within 
18 inches of the top w ith brine strong 
enough to float an egg, and the butter 
then put in and covered so as to ke -p» 
it at least four inches beneath the 
surface of the brine. 
Butter packed 
in this way has kept perfectly sweet 
for 18 months or more. 
L’nder our 
present conditions of manufacturing 
and marketing, it of course rarely 
occurs that there is any need of keep­ 
ing butter for such a long time, but in 
putting up butter forex port, especially 
to countries south of us, this or a 
similar plan might be adopted for 
keeping it in good condition. We 
haw; a good chance now for building 
up a trade with our southern neigh­ 
bors, and it would pay to take some 
extra pains to procure it by getting 
our butter to them in better shape 
than any other they receive.—Ex.

F atten in g Sheep. 
An experienced sheep breeder says 
that the best ration he has ever 
known to be fed to fattening sheep is 
composed of equal parts by weight, of 
oats, p as and mill t to 15 bushels ot 
the mixture was added one bushel of 
flaxseed and all were ground fine to­ 
gether. 
Each sheep was 
fed two 
pounds of this ground mixture with 
hay, and made a peculiar gain of three 
pounds each week, besides growing an 
unusually fine stapie of wool. This 
small amount of flaxseed is peculiar­ 
ly soothing to the digestive organs. 
It is a perfect preventive of all 
dis­ 
eases caused by dry fodder. 


Minor Topics. 
Advice to the milker—Keep thy.se 
clean. 


The farmer who does not provide a 
garden for his family ought to go 
without his dinners. 
A practical dairyman cleanses his 
milk utensils with boiling water, sal 
soda, scouring with salt and occasion­ 
al scraping. 
He never uses soap. 
Three hundred pounds of butter {»er 
cow should be the minimum, 400 
pounds the aim, and 500 and upward 
the ambition of the progressive dairy­ 
man. 


What we want now, wisely remarks 
an exchange, is pure bred dairymen, 
It is vain to give the bt-st cows to a 
man who has not learned to make 
the most of the native kind. 
Pure milk cannot be had from a 
cow that drinks impure water. Eigh­ 
ty-seven per cent of ordinary milk is 
water. 
A cow will drink 100 pounds 
of water in a day. 
A horse affected with chronic foun­ 
der always goes sore and is inclined to 
walk on his heels. The heels of the 
fore feet usually st rike the 
ground 
first. 
The hoots show signs of con­ 
traction, by rings or ridges coming on 
hoof. 
Biisters applied to the coronet 
do good in such cases. 


It is not good sense to conclude 
that because hens will exist and lay a 
fews eggs now and then when little or 
no pains are taken with them, that it 
is waste of time and trouble to do 
more for them. Well taken care ol 
they will do far more than if left to 
shift for themselves, yielding, in fact, 
a handsome profit in return for the 
attention shown them. 
Ground oats, fed dry, in troughs, 
are excellent for young chicken*, but 
they should be well s fted, the chaff 
and hulls being given to the adult 
fowls. If si ghtly moistened with fresh 
milk or boiling water, chicks are very 
partial to ground oats, but they must 
not be so fed as to have any portion 
of the food remain over after each 1 
meal. The rolled oats, which are us- 1 
ed for making oatmeal porridge, may 
be fed dry to chicks, and perhaps it is 
best of all foods for newly hatched 
broods.

The expense of a funeral in a large 
city has grown to such proportions 
that the average man commits more 
extravagance m the act of dying than 
he ever did during his life. 
It has! 
been suggested that a much less costly 
form of gravestone than that usually 
erected would meet all the require­ 
ments of affectionate remembrance 
and respect, and the suggestion has 
been carried into effect in the patent- I 
ing of “a grave marker.” This is 1 
simply a memorial leaf. It consists 
of two outerplates bent so as to form 
a holder for leaves or tablets, adapt- | 
ed to be suspended from a frame to 
receive and retain objects desired to ! 
be kept as mementoes of the deceased. ] 
The tablets beneath the outerplates 
can be designed in any desired form, ! 
and as they have sides of mica or j 
transparent material to protect the j 
tokens, any object, such as photo- ! 
graphs, sketches, etc., can be insert- j 
ed. For instance, a sketch of the 
life 
of the 
departed or a lock of 
hair can be placed in the receptacle, 
where it is securely protected from 
the weather, and, as it is covered with 
mica, it will last tor many years with­ 
out bleaching or decaying.—Philadel­ 
phia Item.

On The Side. 
A prominent merchant of this city 
in speaking of the credit system on 
Thursday remarked: “It is hard to 
understand how the people in this 
city who do not pay their bills are go­ 
ing to exist in the future from the 
way the merchants are taking hold of 
the matter of giving credit, as nearly 
all have joined the Merchants Retail 
Commercial agency, of Chicago, and 
have a branch well under way in 
Brainerd. While the system of giv­ 
ing credit to responsible parties is all 
nght, it is a well-known fact that 
there are people who live year after 
year and pay for very little of what 
they eat and wear, and it is this class 
of people that the agency is intended 
to reaeh. Many firms in this city 
have book accounts reaching up into 
the hundreds of dollars, that are 
werthless, supposing at the time the 
credit was given that the parties were 
good but finding out their mistake 
when it was too late. We merchants 
cannot afford to take the chance of a 
man’s paying when to our knowledge 
he has not paid his bills elsewhere as 
the risk assumed is altogether out of 
proportion to the profits. 
There is 
risk enough in the credit system with­ 
out opening an account with people 
who have the reputation of not pay­ 
ing.”
